any thing authentic, but upon inquiry 
we were informed that on Wednesday 
night, Joseph Knupp, Jr. and hit broth­ 
er were arrested in Salem. 


The circumstance that led to their ar­ 
rest were narrated as follows :—A let­ 
ter from Bangor received at Salem, di­ 
rected to Joseph Knapp, was taken out 
qi'the post office by the father of these 
young men, and found to contain threats 
that unless a certain sum of money was 
lent, the w riter M ould make diiclositres. 
T he father handed it to the Committee 
«if Vigilance, 
who tent a letter to 
the w riter, (whose naiae is laid to be 
palm er) with |5 0 enclosed ; and having 
len t Mr. Jones, a constable of this city, 
one day in adrance, P. was arrested, 
when he came for the letter. 
He very 
sodn made a full conleNioa of all the 
circamstanccs connected «(ith 4he mur­ 
der, the manner o f'its preparation and 
where the dagger and hatchet, with 
which it 
was perpetrated 
could bo 
found. 
This information was sent to 
the Committee of Vigilance, who found 
the hatchet and dagger ; the ’handle of 
which, said to have been of silver, had 
been melted up. the day atler the mur­ 
der.
